Dependents  of  active  duty  personnel  may  obtain  out 
patient  care  from  civilian  sources  without  first  going 
through  military  channels  under  the  Military  Medical 
Benefits  Amendments  of  1966. 

The  new  outpatient  care  program  went  into  effect 
Oct.  1 and  is  expected  to  benefit  an  estimated  1.6 
million  active  duty  dependents  of  some  4 million  living 
remote  from  military  medical  facilities. 

These  individuals  previously  paid  all  costs  when 
going  to  civilian  sources.  Now,  the  dependent’s  sponsor 
pays  all  charges  during  a fiscal  year  until  the  costs 
reach  $50,  then  he  pays  only  20  percent  of  further 
costs  that  year.  If  the  sponsor  claims  more  than  one 
dependent,  he  pays  the  first  $100  and  20  percent  of 
the  remainder  that  fiscal  year. 

Once  the  $50  or  $100  total  has  been  reached,  the 
civilian  source  bills  the  government  for  80  percent  of 
charges  thereafter  and  collects  20  percent  from  the 
sponsor. 

Most  types  of  outpatient  care  are  authorized.  Dental 
care,  however,  may  be  provided  only  as  a necessary 
adjunct  to  medical  or  surgical  treatment.  Routine 
physicals  and  immunizations  are  limited  to  dependents 
preparing  to  join  their  sponsors  overseas  under  official 
orders. 

Drug  and  medicine  purchases  are  limited,  except  for 
insulin,  to  those  obtainable  by  written  prescription  of 
a licensed  physician  or  dentist. 

Defense  Secretary  Visits  Vietnam 

Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  was 
scheduled  to  depart  Washington,  D.C.,  this  weekend 
on  a regular  visit  to  South  Vietnam  to  confer  with 
Ambassador  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  and  General  William 
C.  Westmoreland,  MACV  commander. 

The  secretary  will  also  visit  combat  units  in  the 
field  before  returning  to  Washington,  Oct.  14. 

He  will  be  accompanied  by  General  Earle  G.  Wheeler, 
Chairman  of  the  JCS,  and  Assistant  Secretaries  of 
Defense  Arthur  Sylvester  and  John  T.  McNaughton. 

It  is  Secretary  McNamara’s  eighth  visit  to  Vietnam, 
the  first  made  in  1962.  His  last  visit  to  the  Southeast 
Asia  country  was  Nov.  28-30,  1965.

Household  Goods  Shipment 
Weight  Allowance  Increased 

Weight  allowances  for  household  goods  shipped  on 
Permanent  Change  of  Station  (PCS)  orders  have  been 
increased  for  all  eligible  enlisted  men  and  officers 
through  the  rank  of  major  by  DOD’s  Per  Diem,  Travel 
and  Transportation  Allowance  Committee. 

Increases  ranging  from  1,500  to  2,000  pounds  were 
authorized  for  E-4s  (four  or  more  years’  service)  to 
E-9.  For  example,  E-4s  received  an  increase  from 
5,000  to  7,000  pounds  under  changes  to  JTR,  par. 
M 8003  as  revised. 

Officer  increases  reflected  a similar  hike,  with  a 
2nd  Lt.  receiving  a 9,500  pound  allowance  and  a ma- 
jor’s increased  to  11,000  pounds. 

Increases  will  be  applicable  to  all  shipments  made 
under  orders  which  are  effective  on  or  after  Sept.  23, 
officials  said.

The  company’s  plane — a counterpart 
of  the  Air  Force  C-141  all-jet  cargo 
airlifter — demonstrated  its  capability 
to  use  short  runways  and  to  carry 
cargo  long  distances.

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Gemini  12  Mission  Changes 
Center  on  EVA  Problems 

The  nation’s  next  manned  space  'shot — the  coming 
Gemini  12  mission — has  been  changed  by  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  in  conjunction 
with  Department  of  Defense. 

NASA  announced  Sept.  27  that  it  has  revised  plans 
for  Gemini  12  extra-vehicular  activities  (EVA)  in  order 
to  gather  more  information  concerning  the  perform- 
ance of  basic  tasks  by  an  astronaut  outside  the  space- 
craft in  orbit. 

“The  change  in  plans  was  made  to  permit  the  Gemini 
12  EVA  to  be  conducted  under  conditions  which  would 
allow  a better  time  and  motion  evaluation  of  the  work- 
loads and  stresses  experienced  by  an  astronaut,  the 
NASA  announcement  said. 

Astronaut  Edward  White  made  the  original  U.S. 
space  walk  on  Gemini  4.  On  Gemini  9,  astronaut 
Eugene  Cernan  terminated  EVA  early  because  his 
workload  was  heavier  and  his  visor  fogged  up.  Astro- 
naut Michael  Collins  on  the  Gemini  10  flight  walked 
over  to  the  Agena  target  vehicle  where  he  recovered  an 
experiment  but  he  ran  short  of  EVA  propellant.  On 
the  recent  Gemini  11,  astronaut  Richard  Gordon  ter- 
minated his  umbilical  EVA  exercise  early  because  of 
fatigue  and  heavy  perspiration. 

Because  of  the  EVA  changes  to  the  Gemini  12  mis- 
sion, testing  of  the  Air  Force’s  Astronaut  Maneuvering 
Unit  (AMU),  which  was  originally  scheduled,  cannot  be 
permitted,  NASA  said. 

Air  Force  Revises  Enlisted 
Promotion  Allocation  System 

Air  Force  has  updated  its  system  for  allocating  en- 
listed promotion  quotas  into  a program  that  in  the  long 
run  is  expected  “to  increase  promotion  opportunities 
in  career  areas  that  have  experienced  the  most  stringent 
control.”  ^ 

Endorsed  by  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Personnel, 
Lt.  Gen.  Horace  M.  Wade,  Air  Force  now  uses  an  im^ 
proved  Promotion  Management  List  (PML)  that  will 
control  imbalances  and  move  the  Air  Force  closer  to 
an  “equitable  manning”  goal  in  each  grade  as  estab- 
lished by  Department  of  Defense  ceiling. 

“The  Air  Force  must  limit  promotions  in  career 
fields  that  have  more  than  their  share  and  allow  pro- 
motions to  be  made  in  fields  that  are  short,”  officials 
said. 

It  was  noted  that  the  PML  program  is  aimed  at 
meeting  this  situation  by  specifying  in  allocations  to 
commands  the  maximum  percentage  of  eligible  airmen 
or  NCOs  who  may  be  advanced  to  each  grade  in  each 
subdivision  or  Air  Force  Specialty  Code  (AFSC).

Instant  Replay  TV  Techniques 
Improve  Navy's  Air  Efficiency 

Electronic  techniques  used  to  give  “armchair  quar- 
terbacks” instant  replays  of  football  plays  are  also 
playing  a big  part  for  pilots  returning  to  aircraft  car- 
riers following  strikes  against  targets  in  Vietnam. 

Explaining  a step  further  on  the  value  of  television, 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  Paul  H.  Nitze  told  delegates  to 
the  annual  convention  of  Radio  and  Television  News 
Directors  Association  meeting,  “It  is  not  too  far  in  the 
future  that  the  so-called  ‘armchair  strategist’  will  be 
able  to  watch  a war  actually  being  fought  from  his 
chair  in  his  living  room  revetment.” 

As  for  television  replays.  Secretary  Nitze  said  they 
assist  “in  keeping  our  pilots  razor  sharp  and  continually 
coached”  on  aircraft  carrier  landings,  one  of  the  most 
exciting  maneuvers  in  naval  aviation. 

“Flying  modern-day  jet  aircraft  is  an  experience 
which  is  unforgiving  of  errors,”  the  secretary  ex- 
plained; “and  each  landing  is  a graduation  exercise 
that  must  be  executed  by  nothing  less  than  perfection.” 

Speaking  in  Chicago,  Secretary  Nitze  noted,  “Today 
it  is  technically  feasible  to  provide  live  television  cov- 
erage of  a strike  against  The  Communists  in  Vietnam 
from  a Seventh  Fleet  carrier  in  the  South  China  Sea.” 

“With  the  help  of  television,”  the  secretary  continued, 
“there  can  be  regenerated  within  the  public  an  aware- 
ness of  the  intimate  relationship  between  our  use  of 
the  ocean  and  the  security  and  prosperity  of  the 
nation.” 
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SecDef  Named 
Vice  Chairman  for

Defense  Secretary  McNamara  again 
will  serve  as  Vice  Chairman  for  the 
federal  government  during  this  year’s 
fund  raising  drive  by  the  United  Com- 
munity Campaigns  of  America,  Presi- 
dent Johnson  has  announced. 

“We  have  a special  concern  this 
year  for  the  vital  services  being  given 
by  the  Red  Cross  and  the  USO  in 
Vietnam  and  to  our  military  person- 
nel and  their  dependents  all  over  the 
world,”  the  President  said. 

With  more  than  30,000  voluntary 
national,  state  and  local  health  and 
welfare  agencies  participating,  the 
United  Campaigns  fund  drive  offers 
the  opportunity  to  contribute  to  a 
wide  variety  of  philanthropic  organ- 
izations through  a single  appeal. 

“We  can  be  proud  of  the  perform- 
ance of  Federal  workers  who  last  fall 
helped  these  United  Campaigns  at- 
tain a record  total  of  $625  million,” 
Mr.  Johnson  said.

AF  Changes  Officer 
Promotion  Sequence  List 

Beginning  with  the  colonel  pro- 
motion selections  released  Oct.  6,  the 
Air  Force  has  placed  those  upgraded 
on  the  promotion  sequence  list  by 
active  duty  date  of  rank  rather  than 
total  commissioned  service  as  used 
in  the  past. 

As  an  example,  name  of  an  officer 
with  the  senior  date  of  rank  will  head 
the  list  and  be  the  first  to  be  pro- 
moted, as  in  the  first  increment.  The 
junior  officer  by  date  of  rank  on  the 
list  will  be  last,  or  in  the  last  incre- 
ment to  be  promoted. 

This  new  system  went  in  effect 
with  the  FY67  temporary  promotion 
programs  for  majors,  lieutenant 
colonels  and  colonels. 

Officials  said  the  change  will  pre- 
serve the  relative  seniority  enjoyed 
by  officers  prior  to  promotion.  Pre- 
viously a large  number  of  officers 
holding  key  positions  had  to  be  re- 
assigned to  subordinate  positions 
following  a promotion  cycle. 


Army  to  Award  1,000  ROTC 
Scholarships  in  1967-68 

Army  will  award  at  least  another 
1,000  ROTC  scholarships  beginning 
with  the  1967-68  school  year  to  out- 
standing high  school  graduates  and  to 
selected  college  students  who  have 
completed  two  years  Army  ROTC 
training. 

Four-year  scholarships  are  avail- 
able to  high  school  graduates,  who 
may  apply  before  graduation.  They 
must,  however,  reach  17  years  of  age 
by  Oct.  1,  1967,  but  be  less  than  21 
on  June  30,  1967. 

Two-year  applicants  may  apply 
during  their  second  year  of  ROTC 
training,  if  they  are  cadets  in  good 
standing,  and  are  less  than  23  on 
June  30,  1967. 

Additionally,  all  applicants  must  be 
male  U.  S.  citizens  meeting  prescribed 
physical  standards. 

Forms  and  detailed  information  on 
the  four-year  program  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  commanding  general 
of  the  U.  S.  Army  area  where  the 
applicant  resides,  or  if  overseas,  from 
the  major  U.  S.  Army  overseas  com- 
mand where  the  applicant  resides. 

Students  applying  for  two-year 
awards  will  do  so  with  the  professor 
of  military  science  at  their  present 
college  or  university. 

DSA  Procurement 
Up  $2.7  Billion 

Defense  Supply  Agency  procure- 
ment for  FY66  rose  $2.7  billion  be- 
cause of  the  Southeast  Asia  military 
buildup. 

The  increase  from  $3  billion  during 
FY65  to  $5.7  for  FY66  was  across- 
the-board  at  all  of  DSA’s  specialized 
supply  centers. 

DSA  purchases  and  distributes  to 
all  military  services  commonly  used 
supplies  including  food,  clothing  and 
textiles,  electronic  parts,  fuel  and  pe- 
troleum products,  medical,  chemical, 
industrial,  construction  and  general 
supplies. 
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
